Gerald Ford, accepting his 


party’s nomination at the 
Republican national conven- 
tion here, yesterday launch- 
ed the opening salvos of 
what is certain to be a bit- 
terly contested presidential 
race between him and De- 
mocratic candidate Jimmy 
Garter. 

In an acceptance speech that 
critics have already labeled the 
finest oration of his political 
career, Mr. Ford tackled the op- 
position head-on, blaming the 
Democrats for all of America’s 
domestic ills and shrugging off 
their criticism of his foreign 
policies.

TEL AVIV, Aug. 20, (AFP). — 
Senator Robert Dole, President 
Ford’s running mate for the 
U.S. presidential elections, was 
described by the Jerusalem 
Post today as “the most pro- 
Israel” of candidates who were 
considered by Mr. Ford for the 
post. 

Sen. Dole reportedly enjoyed 
a “very close personal relation- 
ship” with Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Rabin when Mr. 
Rabin was ambassador to Wa- 
shington, it said. 

It reported that Sen. Dole 
was enthusiastically praised by 
Jewish leaders in his home sta- 
te of Kansas and hailed as a 
good friend of Israel. 

The largely pro-government 
newspaper, Davar, saw the 
choice of Sen. Dole as an at- 
tempt by Mr. Ford to show 
supporters of his -erstwhile Re- 
publican Party rival Ronald 
Reagan- that be was no less 
conservative. 

The newspaper expressed 
satisfaction over Mr. Ford’s 
pledges to maintain the atmos- 
phere of detente but noted that 
the role of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, the principal 
architect of detente, had not 
been specifically mentioned. 

The National Religious Front 
newspaper, Hatzofeb, said that 
Mr. Ford “will have to harden 
his attitude towards the Soviet 
Union if he wishes to preserve 
the advantage.” 

All newspapers here agreed 
that Mr. Fend will be hard put 
to beat Democrat Jimmy Carter 
and regain the White House.

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the Israeli government, 
which has sold South Africa mis- 
sile-equipped corvettes. 

The complete political declara- 
tion was not available 18 hours 
after the conference ended and of- 
ficials said it would not be ready 
until Saturday. 

Sources said it was held up by 
differences which had continued 
right up to the end of the meet- 
ing. 

Resolutions on the Middle East 
stopped short of demanding that 
Israel be deprived of U.N. mem- 
bership, but said this possibility 
should be left open “should the 
need arise.”

It is proper, however, that the 
i -a li gn ed states make' it clear to people like the leaders in 
nee and Israel that closer ties with South Africa will draw 

ire of most of the rest of the world. It is proper to seek 
isolate those nations that in any manner aid the disgusting 
•w of i nhumanit y that is South Africa. 

The concept of non-alignment is waging an uphill struggle 
survival in the world today. We fieri that it will do best 
en it seeks to transform the impetus of political non-align- 
nt into the practical nationalistic economic dignity and inter- 
ional realism that has emerged as the rallying cry erf the 
ird World. It is a good thing that the Colombo summit has 
griy avoided the bitter rhetoric that is normally associated 
h such gatherings, and has continued to focus attention on 
• need to promote the "new international economic order'* 
it has been at the centre of the global dialogue of the past 
ee years. 

It is timely to keep in mind that this dialogue was sparked 
- the OPEC decision to raise oil prices sharply in 1973 and the 
lPEC oil embargo that followed the 1973 October War in 
i Middle East. Then, as now, the developing nations have 
3n able to prod an inattentive world by using the economic 
;apons at erne's disposal. It is appropriate this week that the 
n-aligned movement has reiterated its willingness to un- 
sathe these weapons when necessary, and a positive develop- 
mt that this has been coupled with more calls for progress 
working out new and more equitable relationships between 
i world's developed and developing nations. We hope that 
a tenor of the Colombo summit is not lost to the leaders of 
b industrial world.

PARIS, Aug. 20, (R) — French 
officials today dismissed as unjus- 
tified and "senseless bluff” a call 
by the Non-Aligned Summit Con- 
ference in Colombo for an oil em- 
bargo against France for supply- 
ing arms to South Africa, 

Foreign Minister Jean Sauvag- 
nargues said the move went agai- 
nst steps taken largely at Fran- 
ce’s initiative aimed at making in- 
ternational political and economic 
relations fairer. 

"It appears difficult to imagine 
that the oil-producing states cou- 
ld carry out a recommendation 
that is so without justification and 
so manifestly in opposition to the 
actions undertaken. largely at Fr- 
ance's initiative." he said. 

A senior government official de- 
scribed the Colombo recommeda- 
tion as “either incredible political 
blackmail or senseless bluff.” 

He added : "Of course, you can 
never tell. It would be a nuisance 
if the threat were ever carried 
out. But we don’t believe such an 
embargo could be effective. We’ll 
manage, anyway." 

Oil industry executives said an 
embargo could not be totally effe- 
ctive because Iran, not a member 
of the non-aligned conference, was 
one of France's chief suppliers. 
“And I am only naming one oil 
supplier,” one executive said. 

Both government and industry 
realise that the situation could be 
awkward. 

The French do not expect im- 
mediate help from their industrial 
partners. France does not belong 
to the 20-nation International En- 
ergy Agency, set up shortly after 
the 1973 Arab oil emargo. The 
agency, led by the U.S., has an 
oil-sharing plan in case of an em- 
ergency.

Ibrahim returns 
from Colombo 

AMMAN, (JNA). — The Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Mr. 
Hassan Ibrahim returned here this 
afternoon, after attending the Non- 
Aligned Summit Conference which 
ended in Colombo last night. 

Mr. Ibrahim who headed the Jo- 
rdanian delegation to the Foreign 
Ministers meeting told reporters 
at 1 Amman airport that the resolu- 
tions taken by the summit regar- 
ding the Palestinian question and 
the Middle East crisis reflected 
the wishes and aspirations of the 
Arab nations. 

He added that the conference 
took other resolutions on various 
subjects which indicated tbe soli- 
darity within tbe Non-Aligned mo- 
vement. 

Mr. Ibrahim was received at 
Amman airport by Mr Fawwaz Abu 
A1 Ghanam the Director-General 
of the Foreign Ministry, and other 
officials. 

Israel fears 
embargo issue 
at U.N.

Israel's other main source of 
oil is Iran, and Israeli leaders 
have been encouraged by past 
statements by the Shah that 
he will sell oil "to anyone who 
will buy it. 

Officials also noted that Iran 
is not a member of the non- 
aligned bloc and the hope here 
is that Iran would not support 
a U.N.-imposed oil blockade 
of Israel either. 

The feeling was that the Af- 
ro-Asian bloc and its support- 
ers would follow up the Colom- 
bo action with a similar cam- 
paign at the UN. and Israel is 
believed to be in contact with 
a number of friendly nations 
over the issue. 

Israel has been drilling exten- 
sively for oil in the desert and 
offshore — so far without ma- 
king any major finds. 


dered a friend of the Arab world 
because of its attitude towards 
Israel, was not affected by the 
1973 oil embargo. 

President Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taing ordered his government to 
stay out of the international ene- 
rgy agency to avoid a confronta- 
tion with the oil producers. 

France also promoted a confe- 
rence between rich and poor nat- 
ions on oil and other economic is- 
sues. 

France consumes more than 120 
million tonnes of oil a year, most 
of it imported-, from the Middle 
East and Africa. 

It has more than 30 million to- 
nnes of oil. or three months rese- 
rves. permanently available in un- 
derground depots. To this must be 
added a further month's supplies 
in tankers at sea making for Fre- 
nch ports. 

M. Sauvagnargues reacted to 
the Colombo statement by saying 
France condemned unreservedly 
South Africa’s policy of apartheid, 
and was devoting all its efforts to 
ensure that the principle of racial 
equality was accepted in Southe- 
rn Africa. 

‘.'The sale of arms to South Af- 
rica, which involved only equipm- 
ent for external defence, has been 
stopped.” he said. 

President Discard d'Estaing an- - 
nounced a year ago that France 
was stopping the sale to South 
Africa of “ground weapons and 
continental aircraft” that could be 
used in anti-guerrilla warfare. The 
ban did not apply to submarines 
and coastal defence vessels. 

Tbe newspaper Le Monde to- 
day described the Colombo move 
as a serious warning to France. 

"There is nothing to indicate 
the resolution adopted by the Co- 
lombo conference mil have con- 
crete results shortly,” it wrote. 

“The warning to Paris is none- 
theless serious. Even though the 
text was adopted without a vote, 
as frequently happens at the end 
of an exhausting oratorical mara- 
thon, it is significant that no frie- 
ndly power, far from publicly op- 
posing the move, even attempted 
to discreetly set it aside in com- 
mittee sessions as has been the 
case in previous summit confer- 
ences.” 

Le Monde said that despite 
France's partial arms embargo, it 
remained the South African gove- 
rnment's main supplier of arms. 

Portugal applies 
for European 
Council 
membership 

STRASBOURG, Aug. 20, (AFP), 
Portugal has applied to join the 
18-member Council of Europe, it 
was officially announced here to- 
day. 

Portuguese foreign minister Jo- 
se de Meredos Ferreira in a letter 
to council Secretary-General Ge- 
orge Kahn-Ackermann said that 
Portugal's democratic institutions 
enshrined in the consitution were 
now fully effective. 

"I think that the presence of 
Portugal at the heart of Europe- 
an institutions will stress the im- 
portance that my government at- 
taches to the existence of a stro- 
ng, united, and democratic Euro- 
pe,” he said. 

If the council’s committee of 
foreign ministers accepts that Po- 
rtugal has the necessary democra- 
tic institutions it will consult the 
parliamentary assembly and then 
invite Portugal to become the org- 
anisation's 19th member. 

Both the committee and the as- 
sembly have encouraged Portugal 
to move towards a democratic re- 
gime. 

Three weeks ago Portuguese 
Premier Mario Soares said that 
entry into the council would be 
one of the prime foreign policy ai- 
ms of his government
